“It was the signal for u= t» open
fire, and 10 short batteries and 12
warships joined in the reply.

“What fullowed iz almott inde-
ecribable. The s=a uvdernesth
where we stood fairly boiled with
the swish and plunge of projectiles,
snd words of command were insu-
dible to the gunners. T tried in
vain to shout my orders while 150
guos belched in a prolonged roar
and shells were bursting K overhead
with a bellish crash. The smoke
and dust blinded us.

“I did not experience excitement,
and only that my tooth began to
ache there was 'a sirange sepeation
of contentment amid the scenes of
death which had no terrors after
the firat shell had exp’oded. Sud-
denly & white-faced gunoner pointed
to a battery of quick-firing guna
half way down the bill, which bad
been placed there to prevest a Jap-
spess landiog.
